Eleven years ago the West Rich 
street bridge in Columbus was con- 
damned as unsafe. 
During the recent flood it is the 
only street bridge 
connecting 
east 
•and west Columbus that was uot car- 
Tied away by the rushing waters. 
Now ii is alive with traffic, streams 
of vehicles of every description pour­ 
ing through it and great crowds of 
persons crossing it every hour iii or­ 
der to get to or from tile West Side. 
. Even the mail received in this city 
-has been carried over it to the B. & 
O. in west Columbus. 
Had the bridge gone out it is safe 
to say the story of the West Side 
would have been different, as it af­ 
forded a means of reaching hundreds 
of thus,, marooned on shaky build­ 
ings, and they were rescued iii safe­ 
ty, crossing the old Rich street bridge 
and seeking refuge in the main part 
of Columbus east of the river. 
The famous bridge 
was 
erected 
many years ago by Josiah Kinnear, 
well known here, and tether of Mr. 
Ed Kinnear, who has the Contract to 
pave Hawiing street, aud is a broth­ 
er-in-law to Mr. N, a, Barnett. 
Mr. 
Kinnear wras also prominently asso­ 
ciated with the building el the B. & 
O, railroad through this city. 
Speaking of the old bridge and Its 
value as a life saver, the C o l u m b u s 
Dispatch says in part: 
“It might well be considered an in­ 
tervention of Providence that stayed 
the county and city from replacing 
the Rich street bridge with one of 


modern ’under-slung' 
construction. 
It had been condemned, but not re­ 
built, and when the great flood came 
it survived its fallows of more recent 
pattern and stood sturdily 
in 
its 
place, the only remaining serviceable 
link between the city proper and the 
st) ieken West Side 
Over It went, 
first the rescue boats aud launches, 
ai!<l then a stream of supplies and 
provisions that saved those in the 
flooded district from facing starva­ 
tion. 
Since then it Is bearing the 
W est Side's only water main, and it 
is now giving access for the army of 
men employed by the city and ser­ 
vice companies to restore the West 
Side to inhabitable condition, 
lf the 
Rich street bridge had gone out, it 
is safe to say that the story of the 
West Side flood would be now out 
half told, 
Tiler© is a lesson in the 
character of its construction.
